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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Both of the above claims claim "the first pulse tube" and "the second stage pulse tube". 
However the claims from which they depend merely claim "a pulse tube refrigerator... 
comprising at least one pulse tube" (claim 1) and "at least one pulse tube.,, in that the 
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cooling stages..." . It is unclear whether the first and second pulse tubes (stages) are 
necessary for the independent claims or not. If the subsequent stages are not 
necessary, claims 3 and 13 claim a connection to parts that may not be present. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2,5-11,15,16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Stautner (6,490,871). 

Stautner shows a cryostat which is shown in figure 6 to have a pulse tube with a 
regenerator (30 and 32) which are displaced away from each other as well as being 
displaced away from the neck of the cryostat. The figures show a rigid connection 38 
between the pulse tube and the cold end. The other rigid connections are show, but not 
numbered. In regard to claims 6 and 16, Stautner shows copper to be old in the 
cryogenic thermal conection art in line 39 of column 2. In regard to claim 8, see lines 
34-37 of column 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3,4,12-14 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Stautner '871. 

Stautner shows a cryogenic chamber with a pulse tube rigidly fastened to the neck 
portion through thermally conductive links, substantially as claimed with the exception of 
specifying where the thermal connections are attached. Stautner shows three thermal 
connections emanating from his pulse tube. It is considered obvious to an ordinary 
practitioner in the art that multiple connections are to be made to the portions of the 
chamber which are desired to be at the temperatures achieved to provide a strong 
connection as well as components kept at the desired conditions. 

Claims 1,2,7-10 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jeker et al. 

Jeker et al show a pulse tube with a displaced regenerator which is displaced from the 
neck portion, but is thermally linked thereto, substantially as claimed with the exception 
of forming a rigid connection between the pulse tube and the neck portion. It is 
considered obvious to an ordinary practitioner in the art that the flexible connection 39 
of Jeker et al could be exchanged for a rigid connection to form a more secure 
connection between the cooler and the neck, as pulse tubes do not generally generate 
vibrations that would be transported through a rigid connection. In regard to claim 8, 
Jeker et al shows the thermal connection through a clamp. 
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Conclusion 


The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Stautner '690, Xu et al, Longsworth and both Nagao et al 
references show cryogenic chambers with pulse tubes cooling the cryogen and 
connected to a neck portion.
